|'Grace McDaniels, 26, of Chauncey, 
Ga., was shot through the body just 
below the heart here tonight by Miss 
Marion Bullard, 18, high school 
senior, who was said by officers to 
have declared the weounded woman 
“took my father away from me.” 

“You'll never get an opportunity to 
wreck another, home,” the officers 
quoted her as saying as she fired one 
shot from a pistol. 

Miss Bullard’s father and mother 
have been separated for more than a 
year. A divorce suit is now pending. 

Miss McDaniels was taken to the 
Claxton-Munford hospital at Dublin, 
where physicians said they could not 
determine the gravity of her wound 
until further examination had been 
made, 

The shooting occurred at a filling 
station operated by F. I. Bullard, the 
girl's father, who stood within a few 
feet of Miss McDaniels at the time 
she was shot. 

Sheriff H. N. Sears met Miss Bul- 
lard as she left the filling station. 
He allowed her to go home without 
placing charges against her. 

_ The officer quoted the girl as say- 
ng: . 

“That woman took my father away 
from me and ruined our home, but 
she will never rnin another home.”

TAFT LIFE SPAN 


~TNDETERMINATE® 


Doctors Say Statesman 
May Live for Days or 
Die at Any Time. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—(#)— 
One month from the day that he re- 
signed as chief justice found William 
Howard Taft today clinging tenacious- 
ly to the t@in thread of life which 
has been sustaining him since last 
Ww ednesday. 

In view of his 72 years, the former 
president's reserve energy has amazed 
the attendi: s physicians. They have 
said that this will be his last illness, 
emphasizing that any improvement 
would be but temporary. 

The regular Monday morning bulle- 
tin by Drs. Francis R. Hagner and 
Thomas A. Clayton said Mr. Taft had 
spent ‘“‘a good night,” and added: “He 
continued to take some nourishment. 
A few days ago his condition was very 
critical, but he was slightly improved, 
and, unless some further sudden 
change occurs due to the arterio scle- 
rosis, his span of life for the present 
is indeterminate.” 

Arterio sclerosis, or hardening of 
the arteries, with consequent impair- 
ment of the blood circulation, has 
given the doctors more concern of late 
than any of the other ailments af- 
flicting Mr. Taft. 

The Monday evening bulletin re- 
corded that: 

“The condition of the former chief 
justice is unchanged since this morn- 
ing.” 

Dr. Francis R. Hagner, who, with 
Dr. Thomas A. Clayton signed the 
bulletin, said after the evening visit 
that too optimistic an interpretation 
was not to be placed upon the im- 
provement in Mr. Taft's condition. He 
added that the patient still was a very 
sick man. 

The midnight bulletin said there was 
no change in Mr. Taft's condition.

affairs. Ritchie’s dismissal from the 
department was recommended by the 
grand jury, which stated that “the 
sooner the city is rid of his services 
the better off Atlanta will be.” 
Members Demand Meeting. 

While Dr. Burns and Superintend- 
ent Willis A. Sutton are giving their 
full support to Ritchie, Dr. Burns 
called the meeting at the instance of 
four members of the board of educa- 
tion who filed a formal letter demand- 
ing that the meeting be held, Dr. 
Burns said. 

“Ritchie has explained matters to 
my Satisfaction and to that of Pro- 
fessor Sutton, and we will back him 
to the end unless he is proven guilty 
of something involving moral turpi- 
tude or malfeasance,” Dr. Burns de- 
clared. “With Ritchie, Professor Sut- 
ton and I went over the items con- 
trained inthe-grand jury's present- | 
ments, Ritchie explained everything, 
and. I believe he can do so to the 
entire satisfaction.of the board mem- 
bers. Unless the grand jury's charges 
proves to be more serious than they 
appear to be, I am for Ritchie.” 

For instance, Dr. Burns ‘pointed 
out, the grand jury presentments re- 
ferred to some clocks kept in the 
school warehouse. These clocks were 
bought by the board 40 years ago 
and have not been used in 19 years, 
having been put out of service long 
before Ritchie ever came with the 
board, he said. Dr. Burns said that 
the grand jury got its information 
about certain school board matters 
from people who did not have accu- 
rate knowledge of the true facts in 
the case.

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NEGRO LEADER TELLS 
OF RACE'S PROBLEMS 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—(4)— 
Dr. Robert R.. Moton, principal of 
Tuskegee institute, said today that if 
the negro is to survive the test of 
modern civilization he must utilize 
every medium and instrument of ad- 
vancement. 

Speaking at exercises observing 
the charter date of Howard Univer- 
sity, the negro educator said that 
“we, as negroes, find csurselves sit- 
uated in the, midst of an advanced 
civilization which has required in the 
aggregate thousands of years for its 
development. 

“In spite of our limited opportuni- 
ties,” he added, “we are measured by 
the same standards: we carry the 


same responsibilities and in spite of 
all handicaps we are expected to meet 
the competition of larger wealth, 
greater numbers, more favorable op- 
portunities and unlimited resources. 


The prospect of some of our city 
fathers voting the will.of their repre- 


sentative districts from a jail cell or 
even from a near-by chaingang loomed 
Monday as Atlanta’s leading legal 
lights debated ouster of accused coun- 
cilmen if they are found guilty of the 
charges in the graft grand jury's in- 
dictments. 

The pecularities of the criminal code 
governing the cases under which the 
city officials were indicted offer high 
hopes to both the defense and the ac- 
cused, it was reported. 

All of the indictments charge mis- 
demeanors and not a consequent loss 
of citizenship on conviction. If any 
of the accused later should be indicted 
and convicted of a felony, lawyers 
pointed out that they would Jose their 
citizenship and consequently their 
right to hold office but it was stressed 
that unless the council itself voted to 
vacate the seats held by members con- 
vieted of misdemeanors, those gentle- 
men might continue to be office -hold- 
ers, if their terms did not expire or if 
the voice of the people expressed at 
the polls did not say otherwise. 

City Attorney James L. Mayson 
said he was not certain on the mooted 
question and Monday night promised 
to “look it up’ when he reached his 
office today.

Wreckage of Plane 
Reported in Canor 


| LOS ANGELES, March 3.—(®)— 
Confident that J. T. Barber, a ranch- 
er, had located a Western Air Ex- 
press transport plane which has been 
missing with its crew of three for 
more than a week, Sheriff Walter 
Shay, of San Bernardino county, to- 
day organized a posse to search for 
the ship in an almost inaccessible

“I recall that Mr. Tucker asserted 
that our lands would not only pro- 
duce a better quality of tobacco but 
more pounds an acre than the old 
bright leaf tobacco belt. Both of these 
predictions have proved true. 

Practical Man. 

“Will Tueker is not only a ‘dream- 
er’ but 2 very practical man as well. 
an unusual combination. He dreamed 
that peaches could be harvested ripe 
from the trees, peeled and _ sliced, 
sugared, frozen, packed in dry _ ice 
and kept indefinitely and when served 
the original flavor preserved, Then he 
oreeuge with the aid of the Georgia 

ureau of markets to prove it could be 
done. He has proved it beyond the 
question of doubt.” 

Mr. Tucker's process for preserving 
fresh peaches, according to Mr. Ay- 
cock, may soon result in the establish- 
ment of one or more plants in south 
Georgia which will handle the surplus 
crop. This, he shows, will give employ- 
ment to many persons. 

“If there has been a more ‘outstand- 
ing achievement’ than that of Mr.

REDUCTION IN ACREAGE 
OF TOBAGED 1S URGED 


Largest Supply of Bright 
Leaf in Years Now on 
Hand, Survey Reveals. 


VALDOSTA, Ga., March 3.—Re- 
cent figures announced showing the 
amount of tobacco on hand of various 
classes hold much interest to the to- 
bacco growing industry in south 
Georgia. Bright leaf tobacco in stock 
at this time is reported to be greater 


than for the same date of the last 
two years. 

Based on this showing, farmers are 
being advised to reduce the south 
Georgia and north Florida acreage as 
a means of holding up prices this year 
to a higher standard. What effect, 
if any, this may have cannot be esti- 
mated at this time. Growers through 
this section will begin transplanting 
during the week of March 10 if 
weather conditions are favorable, and 
it will not be until the crop has been 
set out that real- estimates can be 
made on the probable crop. There 
is an abundance of plants and they 
are all in an advanced stage of 
growth. 

Early estimates on production, with 
seedbed planting and fertilizer orders, 
were that the yield would run from 
125,000,000 to 150,000,000 pounds 
this year. This would be far in ex- 
cess of the 1929 tonnage, which was 
96,000,000, and there are many who 
question the advisability of growing 
that much tobacco in the face of 
such tremendous holdover stocks. In 
this connection it is also pointed out 
that burley tobacco is being used 
quite extensively along with the bright 
leaf product, which also lessens the 
demand for the Georgia product.

Atlanta waited for several years 
to see “A Connecticut Yankee,” the 
musical comedy version of Mark 
Twain's famous story of satirical 
humor. Last night, at the Erlanger 
t >an audience that was almost, 
if net qtite, capacity, decided that 
the show was worth waiting for. 

It is doubtful if any attraction in 
years has brought forth the amount 
of spontaneous laughter that billow- 
ed:up from that audience last night. 
The “Yankee” is a musical comedy, 
but it is a fact that the comedy 
angle far transcends the musical. Not 
that there are not some excellent mu- 
sical numbers. “Thou Swell,” “My 
Heart Stood Still,” and “On a Des- 
ert Isle,” have taken rank with the 
best of the musical output of recent 
years. They were gorgeously rendered 
last night, too. But that laughter is 
what remains in memory as the out- 
standing feature. 

Joe DeMilt, who has brought many 
other excellent shows to this city, 
never brought as good an all-around 
company as this before. How could 
he? He was never privileged, before, 
to pick up a New York cast intact. 
like he did with this one. 

To begin with, there is Mary Ad- 
ams An Atlanta girl, you know, edu- 
cated at Girls’ High and with a fam- 
ily still living here. She is, beyond 
doubt,-a lovely feather in the muni- 
cipal headgear. Frankly, I don’t re- 
call any musical comedy leading lady 
who combined the singing, dancing, 
charming and altogether bewitching 
ability that belongs to this little 


blond. 
Lane Makes Hit. 

Not taking second place, but yield- 
ing merely because of the “ladies 
first” precedent, Richard Lane, the 
leading-man, has as much to do with 
the. success of the show as blond Mary 
herself. It is rare to find a leading 
man with the trinity of qualities of 
good looks, good voice and a natural 


gift for comedy. The role requires 
all three and it is hard to imagine 
anvone more suited in the part. 

There are many others in the cast 
and only limitations of space pro- 
hibit mentioning them all individ- 
ually, There isn’t a weak spot. And 
the chorus—there isn’t’ a girl in the 
gang that doesn’t make you feel, as 
you stare over the footlights, that 
you'd like to meet her personally. 
They are beautiful—almost 100 per 
cent—but what is more they look like 
the right kind of girls with very little 
- the dumb handicap scattered among 
them. 

Mr. DeMilt deserves a special modi- 
cum of praise for the excellent con- 
dition of the costumes. In fact, they 
looked so perfect and so clean, that 
there is a suspicion he bought a brand 
new outfit for the Atlanta week— 
which doesn’t seem reasonable. How- 
ever, that’s how they look. The stage 
settings, too, were bright and new 
and it’s a safe bet he carries a ‘cou- 
ple or so of painters and brushes to 

eep them touched. up. 
Fantastic Scenery. 

The scenery, by the way, warrants 
a new paragraph. It is, of ‘course, 
fantastic. The story demands Tan- 
tasy. But it is never bizarre enough 
to be obtrusive and forms an ideal 
background for the plot. And don’t 
forget that special drop, the map of 
King Arthur’s home grounds, which 
is used between acts. It was drawn 
by Robert Benchley, who is, apparent- 
ly, the most versatile funmaker in 
America today. 

There was an augmented orchestra 
and, in short, as perfect a piece of 
entertainment throughout as Atlanta 
ever gets. It is here for the entire 
week, with matinees Wednesday and 
Saturday. Report says that a cou- 
ple of nights are already sold out— 
so you'd better hurry to the box of- 
fice on the way to town this morn- 
ing. —RALPH T. JONES.
